City purchase of 


store still in conflict 


At the last May East Jordan City 
Commission meeting, the regular 
meeting was followed by residents’ 
concerns, and there were a fair num- 
ber of citizens in attendance. 

The issue uppermost on the 
speaker’s slips was the city’s back- 
up offer to purchase the corner store 
on Water Street, adjacent to the city 
boat launch. © 

If the city’s offer were accepted, 
and the city moved forward with the 
purchase, the plan would be to raze 


the building, build a second boat 
launch and ancillary parking and im- 
prove or replace the existing facili- 
ties. 

Many citizens objected to the plan 
on the basis of increasing the munici- 
pal debt-load, perceived lack of ben- 
efit to residents of East Jordan, loss 
of tax revenue, money spent on sea- 
sonal usage and cost to taxpayers.

Last year the festival did not have a carnival, sub- 
Stituting it with a gallery of inflated structures for 
bouncing in. The carnival is back by popular demand, 
but to accommodate it, the festival was moved for- 
ward a week. 

“We get people frustrated by change, and people 
who are excited about not having to compete with 
the car show,” King said. “It may not be a permanent 
move, but moving back closer the Fourth means we 
may lose the carnival, so it will probably not be in 
the near future.” 

Returning to the Freedom Festival after a couple years’ 
absence, is the Friday night block party, where Main 
Street is Closed down the people can funnel between the 
carnival and the booths and events taking place along 
Main. 

Service clubs and non-profit organizations have been 
invited to take center stage this year, and the street will 
be lined with booths from various organizations, selling 
food and beverages and getting a chance to tell folks about

Freedoms 
Festival 


I grew up in Traverse City, with a distrust of festivals. 
They were too busy, town was packed, traffic backed up 
into next week (almost literally), no place to sit or stand, 
heat, heat, heat and people. I rarely attended the festivi- 
ties, and never missed it. 

But Kate and Sam and I moved into East Jordan when they 
were in high school. We were close enough to walk to town 
during the Freedom Festi- 
val, and the kids were cer- 
tainly going, whether or 
not I was. So I was, if with 
no joy. 

Like other towns in 
other times, East Jordan 
is crowded during the fes- 
tival, but crowded with 
familiar faces, and it 
turned out that I love and 
look forward to those 
four, crazy summer days. 

‘With Main Street 
closed, it feels almost like a covered street; outdoors 
brought in for a while, like a Christmas tree. It is like a 
movie-town, where everyone knows each other, and you 
can imagine the lights going out at night, and folks call- 
ing to each other, “Good night, Mary!” “Good night, 
Dave!” “Good night, Jen, good night, Irene!” “Good night, 
good night!” against a night filled with cricket sound. 

Or, not cricket sound festival week, but carnival ride 
music and the wafting aroma of food, popcorn, cotton 
candy, elephant ears, and lemons, made into big glasses 
of lemonade while you watch. 

Those four days, the lights barely go out. The air at 
night is lit with fluorescent carnival yellow, a bright and 
sleepless tribute — a fitting place for Pinocchio’s fall from 
grace, but with a flavor of wholesomeness, so unchanged 
is the carnival from when we were kids (except for the 
ticket prices and quality of plush). 

And the evenings, down by the water, as the light turns 
soft over the lake, and Memorial Park fills up with blan- 
kets and lawn-chairs, the whole town turns out for the 
free concert and fireworks show. 

By night's end, little ones have fallen asleep amid a 
chorus of oohs and ahs, in spite of the loudest booms, and 
brightest sizzling fall of stars from the sky. They loll 
against their parent’s chest, sticky face, sticky hands, ready 
for pjs, the inevitable unpleasantry of being woken up for 
cleaning and undressing not diminishing the wonder of 
the night. Some parents will forego that unhappy ending 
and tuck those sleeping and sticky bodies under cool sheets 
and figure the laundry is a lesser evil to the tears. 

I love those velvet nights and the camaraderie of friends 
and strangers. 

But over the last few days, I have been wondering — 
who does all this? Who puts in the hours, the sleepless 
nights, the stressed-out days, who makes all those calls, 
following up on commitments and committees and prizes 
and the myriad other things it takes to put on a city-wide 
— acounty-wide event — in any small town? 

Three cheers for volunteers. 

This year’s Freedom Festival, which was forced up a 
week in order to recover the carnival, is in the hands of 
eight volunteers. It’s not that they don’t get any other help 
— but maybe not enough, when you consider the magni- 
tude of what they’re doing. 

Some of the decisions they have made may prove to be 
imperfect. Some will be a smashing success. In either case, 
the ferris wheel will spin against the night sky, Memorial 
Park will send sweet strains from the band shell out over 
the quiet south arm of Lake Charlevoix, and hundreds of 
revelers will celebrate their freedom with their families 
and their community family. 

Sunday afternoon will come, and the rest of us will get 
back to normal, but this board will be cleaning up, think- 
ing it over, deciding what to change for next year. 

It happens by hours of discussion and planning, review- 
ing and revising. Real sweat is invested. Moms and dads 
sacrifice family time to be on the board, tee times are put 
off indefinitely, vacations are postponed, dinners are 
rushed through, evenings are committed for months in 
advance of the festival. 

Talking to those people, I haven’t heard complaints 
about their efforts, rather a desire for energetic, enthusi- 
astic, ideas-people to get on board next year, and figure 
out how to make it even better. : 

How much easier if it were not just a community festi- 
val, but-a community effort. If everyone contributed ~ a 
few- dollars or a couple of hours here and there — the Free- 
dom Festival would roll around, and the eight that plan it 
all could kick back and enjoy the sights and:smells, the 
neighborly annual conversations, the community ofa small- 
town festival that they make possible for the rest of us.

ORDINANCE #196 
AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND SECTION 
16-174. KEEPING GAMING ROOM 
OF THE EAST JORDAN 


CODE OF ORDINANCES 

Sec. 16-174. Keeping gaming room. 

No person shall keep of maintain a gaming room, gam- 
ing tables, or any policy or pool tickets, used far gaming;
